GUATEMALA CITY, GUATEMALA - Delayed 
— Political and economic patterns in this country of 
ancient Maya vary not greatly from those of the 
other four Central American states. 


Only in the past two years has there been some 
promise of political and government stability after 
two decades of revolutions, counter revolutions and 
coups in which the Communist influence was a dis­ 
tinctly strong one. This influence plus, of course, 
the historic propensity of the Latins for taking their 
politics seriously and refusing to recognize the will 
of the “m ajority.” 


However, the country is now “operated” by 
Colonel Peralta Azurdia, chief of the government, in 
full “accord” with the arm y and the “general con­ 
sensus” of the people, and Azurdia’s hard-boiled 
dedication to a program of honesty and economic 
development appears, in the minds of many observ­ 
ers, to be bringing results. 


THIRD TO STAND TRIAL 


Azurdia is a taciturn, poker-faced man not given 
to unnecessary verbiage. 


In a brief conference today with a dozen Ameri­ 
can newspaper publishers and editors, the colonel 
said it like this:

of freedom. For this reason we are undertaking 
programs on the national level to stimulate private 
entrepreneurs to plan freely for their businesses.

SELMA, Ala. (UPI) — Negro 
leader Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. was arrested today while a t­ 
tempting to lead a m ass march 
on 
the Dallas 
County Court­ 
house to protest voter registra­ 
tion procedures. 


About 300 other Negroes also 
were arrested and charged with 
failing to obtain a perm it to p a­ 
rade. 


Selma Public Safety Director 
Wilson Baker m ade the m ass 
arrests after warning King that 
a city ordinance was being vio­ 
lated. 


King and his followers led the 
massive group out of a Negro 
church. Baker stopped the pro­ 
cession about a block from the 
church and ordered 
them 
to 
break up into sm aller groups. 


King told the officer the Ne­ 
groes had a constitutional right 


to walk together. The Negroes 
were allowed to proeede anoth­ 
er block then Baker ordered the 


arrests. 


King led the Negroes, still in 
orderly procession, two abreast, 
to the city jail. 


T here was no violence. 


In earlier dem onstrations the 
past two weeks Negroes had 
agreed to walk to the court­ 
house in small groups, rather 
than in a continuous line. 


“They have obeyed the p a­ 
rade 
ordinance up 
to 
now.” 
Baker told King. “ This is a de­ 
liberate attem pt to violate the 
law 
and 
force us 
to 
arrest 
you.”
